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Take Charge of Your Life 

Those who hold elective office have the power to affect 
your life through legislation. They can pass laws which 
can help protect you from discrimination and bashing 
or they can encourage such behavior. They can provide 
funding for proper health care for HIV+ people and 
women with breast cancer, or they can make it more 
difficult to get care and services. They can pass laws 
which can oppress or protect. What’s more, they will definitely be making 
these types of decisions during their term in office, which may last up to six 
years after this election. As such, they have considerable potential to affect 
your life. By voting, you can have a say in who will be making these decisions, 
and thus influence decisions directly impacting your life as a lesbigay person.

The Guide is designed to be used either by itself, or in conjunction with 
information on other issues important to you. It is not a slate, and nothing in 
this guide constitutes an endorsement. Both ratings and written summaries 
must be used together for a clear evaluation of a candidate; they do not stand 
alone. They show the strengths and weaknesses of various candidates across 
the spectrum of lesbigay issues. Sometimes, candidates may be equal overall in 
ratings, but differ on their strengths within the range of lesbigay issues.

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Candidates for which we had too little information in every category to rate 
have no entry in a rating table. 

Besides providing information about candidates running for various offices, this 
guide can also be used to help determine districts where potential candidates 
supportive of lesbigay civil liberties need to be found and encouraged to run. 
Indeed, we encourage such use of this information. 

Sources of Information 

The League of Gay and Lesbian Voters obtains information for this guide from 
various sources: a questionnaire sent to each candidate; voting records; mass 
media such as Out!, PGN, Au Courant, the Pittsburgh Post-Gazette, the Altoona 
Mirror, the Erie Times, newswire services, other organizations such as the 
Human Rights Campaign Fund, and other miscellaneous sources. Although we 
do everything we can to ensure the accuracy of all information in the Guide, 
because of the complex nature of data collection, we cannot assume responsibil¬ 
ity for inaccuracies in the information presented in the guide, if any exist. 

Subjects Covered 

We have covered certain areas of general concern for lesbigay people. 

Equality: The area of equality concerns issues of discrimination and protection 
from discrimination. This includes questions like whether they would hire a 
qualified, openly lesbigay person or support anti- discrimination legislation. 

Violence: This area addresses the problem of hate crimes against lesbigay 
people... lesbigay bashing. Many points refer to the Hate Crimes Bill, which 
deals with lesbigay bashing like other hate crimes in PA: by providing enhanced 
punishment for such crimes. LGLV advocates for this bill. 

Couples: Under this subject, issues such as benefits for same-sex couples and 
recognition of same-sex couples are addressed. This is done primarily with the 
goal of attaining the legal tools necessary to care for our partners as well as our 
married heterosexual counterparts can. 

Insurance: This involves issues of life and medical insurance discrimination. 

Custody: This subject deals with discrimination in child custody, adoption and 
foster parentage. Often, lesbigay parents face road blocks in attaining custody of 
their children after a divorce simply because of their sexual orientation. Sexual 
orientation can also be a road block in the adoption of a child or in becoming a 
foster parent because of negative stereotypes against lesbigay people. 

Education: This topic involves issues of support for lesbigay youth in schools. 

AIDS: This topic includes a range of issues dealing with AIDS, including 
education, treatment and research. Also included are topics such as mandatory 
HIV testing and associated social policy issues. 
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Questionnaire 

The questionnaire sent to each candidate covers a range of issues. Different 
types of questionnaires are sent depending upon the race. The following is a 
composite of all the types of questionnaires sent: 

1. Should government at any level have the right to regulate private consensual adult 
sexual behavior? 

2. Do you support prohibiting discrimination on the basis of sexual orientation in 
employment, housing, public accommodations and federal government programs? 

3. Would you not appoint an otherwise qualified person to your staff who is openly gay? 

4. Would you approve a qualified openly gay person to a governmental position? 

5. Do you believe a parent’s sexual orientation should be a determining or influencing 
factor in custody decisions? 

6. Do you believe an applicant’s sexual orientation should be grounds to deny, or in 
anyway influence, that person’s opportunity to adopt a child or become a foster 
parent? If yes, please explain your answer. 

7. Do you support repealing the ban against lesbian and gay people in the military? 

8. Military discharge papers (DD214) for lesbian and gay people indicate the reason for 
discharge is homosexuality. Do you support removing this notation and any indication 
of their sexual orientation from DD214s? Do you support retroactively removing this 
notation from already discharged veterans’s DD214s? 

9. Sen. Jesse Helms introduced legislation which cuts funding for schools which have 
programs, whether counseling or academic, which have the purpose or effect of 
presenting homosexuality in a positive light. Do you agree or disagree with this 
legislation? Why? 

10. Do you support the recognition of marriage, or some legal equivalent (such as 
domestic partnerships), for same-sex couples? 

11. Do you support extending health and welfare benefits to same-sex couples where at 
least one member of the couple is employed by the state? 

12. Harsher sentences are often meted out for crimes motivated by racial and other 
prejudices. Do you believe crimes motivated by the victim’s sexual orientation should 
likewise be considered an aggravating circumstance in sentencing the offender (for 
instance, as proposed in SB 1218, the Hate Crimes Bill)? 

13. Do you think health or life insurance companies should be allowed to deny insurance 
or raise rates based upon sexual orientation? 

14. Should they offer gay/lesbian couples the opportunity to purchase family health 
insurance coverage? 

15. How much funding would you support overall for AIDS programs in the next fiscal 
year? Please give dollar amount, and break down this figure into major categories 
(research, treatment, services, and education), or attach a copy of your budget. 

16. What would you change and not change in a) current policies for the care and 
treatment of People With AIDS (PWAs) (drug approval, home care, medical 
subsidies, etc.) and b) current policies addressing public and government education 
on AIDS? 

17. Should HIV testing be mandatory? If yes, for whom? 

18. Do you support the protecting the confidentiality of a person with regard to their 
HIV status? 

19. Do you support anonymous HIV testing? 

20. Please add any other relevant facts or opinions. Include as much information as you 
like. Please cite relevant legislation, testimony, or activities, if any, with which you 
have been involved. 

21. What message would you like to send the lesbian and gay voters in Pennsylvania?

Mark Singel 

/ As Lieutenant Governor, proposed that the state establish a permanent funding 
source for community-based AIDS service organizations. 

/ Supports adding sexual orientation to the Pennsylvania Human Relations Act. 

/ “We must stop referring to some people with AIDS as ‘innocent victims,’ 
implying that others are somehow guilty. We must stop talking about how 
AIDS is creeping into the ‘general population’. Since 1981, persons with HIV 
infection and AIDS have been in the general population.” 

/ Advocates extending bereavement leave to any person “with whom a state 
employee makes his or her home.” 

/ Supports paying insurance premiums for low and moderate income PWAs who 
have lost their private coverage due to disability, unemployment or inability to pay.

/ Cosponsored the Americans with Disabilities Act, which protected disabled 
people from discrimination, including people with AIDS.

/ Voted against automatic discharge tor military' personnel who arc HIV+. 

/ “Crimes motivated by hatred based on race, color, religion, national origin, or 
sexual orientation are intolerable and should be condemned in the strongest 
terms... [no group] should be targeted for violence simply because of their 
status. ..[So] I would support amending Pennsylvania’s Hate Crimes Bill to 
include ‘sexual orientation’...” 

/ “As a Member of Congress, I have adopted an anti-discrimination pledge. The 
sexual orientation of employees in my congressional office is not and never has 
been a consideration in hiring, promotion, or termination. As governor, I would 
adopt the same policy for my Administration and would not discriminate in 
appointments based on an individual’s sexual orientation.” 

/ “I ... support continued funding for community-based services. I believe the 
state’s role in providing care and treatment to PWAs is best accomplished at the 
local level with people and organizations that understand local needs and are 
normally best equipped to arrive at the best solutions.” 

X Supported anti-lesbigay legislation which would have prohibited schools from 
stating that homosexuality is “normal, natural or healthy.” 

X Supported bills which would have explicitly allowed discrimination against 
lesbigay people in employment. 

X “I would not support legislation that w’ould allow same sex couples to adopt or 
become foster parents.” 

X Voted to allow' employers to discriminate against HIV+ food handlers. 

X Voted against allowing HIV+ individuals from immigrating to the US. 

X Voted against all owing Washington, DC to implement its domestic partnerships 
ordinance. 

X Voted for the codification of the ban against lesbigay people in the military. 

X Voted to prohibit schools from having programs with “the purpose or effect of 
encouraging or supporting homosexuality as a positive lifestyle alternative.” 

Patrick Fallon L 

/ Has clearly spent time reading materials on AIDS. He sent over 100 pages of 
material to support his unorthodox, though not unheard of, views on AIDS. He 
appears to care about the subject. 

X Opposes adding sexual orientation to the Pennsylvania Human Relations Act. 
“If a private individual or business wants to discriminate, that should be an 
allowed choice. You can’t outlaw’ stupidity, but it has its own consequences.” 

He indicates that market forces will favor those who do not discriminate. 

X Believes custody decisions should be made by arbiters or juries with their own 
standards, w'hich, evidently, may or may not include consideration of a parent’s 
sexual orientation. 
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JC Believes entities, including insurance companies and adoption agencies, should 
be free to discriminate. 

Rather than supporting the recognition of same-sex marriage, he “would like 
to sec the state out of the business of recognizing marriages in general.” 

* * Believes AIDS is not caused by HIV, and that the idea that HIV causes AIDS 
was a political decision rather than a scientific one. He claims evidential support 
for this belief, and cites numerous scientists who he claims agree with this 
position, including Dr. Peter Duesberg, who is a leading proponent of this 
school of thought. This theory has also been promoted in the New York Native 
lesbigay newspaper. Given this, he proposes cutting “all state funding that 
promotes AZT and other toxic therapy” and funding research to reconsider the 
question of whether or not HIV really causes AIDS. Unfortunately, he proposes 
no programs to help those who are sick with opportunistic infections while the 
government sponsors research to determine for certain whether HIV actually 
causes AIDS, which is ultimately why he got an K in the rating table. 

Timothy Holloway P 

/ “No one has the right to assault you [lesbigay people] or harm you in any way 
because of your lifestyle and I would not tolerate hate crimes.” 

/ “We must do everything we can to prevent the human suffering and pain that 
comes from [AIDS]... I pray for and will do everything I can as governor to 
help the victims of this terrible disease. We must not stand in judgement of 
those afflicted by this disease, [but] must help them through this terrible time in 
their lives.” 

X “I will not profess the practice of homosexuality' as acceptable nor will I sanction 
it in any way.” 

X “I believe that being a homosexual is not wrong or sinful. I thank God he never 
gave me that burden to bear... The PRACTICE, of homosexual acts is a sin and 
is wrong in God’s eyes.” 

X “The law... states that you have the liberty and freedom to practice any lifestyle 
you wish, and I will fully support that right and liberty. With liberty and 
freedom come responsibility and accountability'. If you wish to OPENLY 
practice this lifestyle then you must accept the responsibility and accountability 
that comes from that action. Those who find that lifestyle offensive and wrong 
cannot be expected to sanction [it] or be forced to behave in a manner that 
makes [it] appear acceptable or good for our society. They also have the liberty 
and freedom to spend their money as they wish when hiring.” 

Peg Luksik I ^ 

X Well-known Pcmisyivanian extreme right-wing leader, Luksik is perhaps best 
known for leading the opposition against Outcome-Based Education (OBE). In 
particular, opponents (incorrectly) argued that OBE required teaching tolerance 
of lesbigay people.
